To this Purpoſe, the Prophet E/ay repreſents to 
us, what their ordinary Carriage is, when Calamitics 
and Diſtrefles bring em to themſel ves, and to a Senſe 
of their Folly in their Departure from God, Lord, in 
Trouble they haue viſited thee 5 and when thy Chaſtning cu. 
upon them, they have powr'd out their Prayers to I hee. xxv1. 
Ifai. 16. And 'tis intimated to us, That this is often 
one wiſe and gracious End of God in ſuch Methods of

3. We may obſerve, That when God deſigns the 
D-liverance of his afflicted People, he uſually 
raiſes up Inſtruments to ſubſerve his Providence in the 
Accompliſhment of that great and gracious Work. 

Thus we read here concerning God's ancient People, 
That be gave them Sꝛviours to ſave them out of the Hands of 
their Enemies. | 

We have a Liſt of ſuch eminent Saviours, as God 
raiſed up from 'T'ime to Time, for the Deliverance of 
his Iſrael, in the forementioned Book of Judges, ſuch as 
Othniel, Ehud, Deborah and Barak, Gideon, Fephthah, Samp- 


on, 

f "Tis true indeed, That the great God can, whenever 
he pleaſes, effect the Deliverance of his oppreſſed or 
indanger'd People, by his own immediate Hand, and 
by the remarkable Interpoſal of his own outſtretched 
Arm. And he has done ſo in ſome extraordina 

Caſes, where valuable Ends were to be attain'd by fach 
a ſignal and extraordinary Diſplay of his own Almigh- 
ty Power. But this is not ſo congruous to his Wiſdom, 
in the more ordinary and ſtated Method of his provi- 
dential Diſpenſations, in which he chuſes to make uſe 
of the Agency of ſecond Cauſes, to ſubſerve his wiſe 
Purpoſes and Defigns. *Tis therefore more uſual with 
him, to raiſe up ſuch Inſtruments as he thinks fit to im- 
ploy in ſo excellent a Work; and to endue em with 


that Sagacity and Wiſdom, that Courage and Magna- 


nimity, that generous Zeal and Concern for the Good 
of his People, that may fit em for it, and facilitate 
the Succeſs of their noble Attempts. He with whom 
the Refidue of the Spirit is, he whv has the Hearts of all 
Men in bis Hands, and can turn them as the Rivers of Waters, 
into what Channel he pleaſe) can never want ſuitable 

Inſtruments to accompliſh his gracious Deſigns far the 
0 ; Re 
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Redemption of his People, when. they are brought to 
the loweſt Ebb. 


4. Even when God is pleaſed to raiſe up ſuch In- 
ſtruments for the Deli verance of his People, and crowns 
'em with Succeſs, the Glory thereof ought to be aſ- 
cribed to his undeſ:rved Mercy. 

"Tis true indeed, when God puts ſuch a fingular 
Honour upon any Perſons, as to gy Ba as his In- 
ſtruments in ſo excellent a Work; we ſhou'd pay '*em 
an affectionate and grateful Reſpe&t : We ſhou'd not 
deny 'em the juſt Praiſe that is due to their excellent 
Virtues of Zeal and Wiſdom, of Fortitude and Feſolution 
that appear in their generous Attempts for the publick 
Good. But we muſt chiefly fix our Eye and Thoughts 
upon the undeſerved Mercy of God, as the Spring of 
his People's Deliverance : Such illuſtrious Deliverers 
are his Gift : Tis he inclines their Hearts to under- 
take that diſficult and hazardous Work; *tis he inſpires 
'em with ſuitable Courage and Conduct; *tis he that 
makes the moſt formidable Oppoſition fall before em; 
'tis he ſtrengthens their Hands and Hearts to fight 
his Battles; tis he crowns em with Victory over his 
People's Enemies, and works ſo great a Salvation by 
'em. His Sovereign Power and Mercy is as the Maſter- 
wheel, that ſets theſe inferior Wheels in Motion, and di- 
rects em to ſubſerve and effect his kind and compaſſi- 
onate Purpoſes towards his People, that in their great 
Diſtreſs, End up their earneſt Cries to him for Deli ve- 
rance. And to that the principal Glory of it is entire- 
ly due. * 

III. The oftner thoſe Deliverances are renew d, the 
Mercy of God in vouchſafing em is greatly inhanc'd, 
and ſhou'd therefore be the more thankfully own'd 
and ador'd. A 

And accordingly,there is a particular Streſs laid upon 
this. Confideration, both in this and in. the following 
Verſe. Tis ſaid in the Text, According to thy manifold 
Mercies, thoy gaveſt them Saviours who ſaved them from he 
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Hands of their Enemies. And again in the next Verſc, 
But aſter they had reſt, they did Evil again before thee, therefore 
leſteſt thou them in the Hand of their Enemies, ſo that they had 
theDominion over them; yet when they return'd,and cry'd to thee, 
thou heardeſt them from Heaven, and many Times didſt thou de- 
liver them according to thy Mercies, Were not the Mer- 
cies of God manifold and great, his People's Ingrati- 
tude for former Deliverances, and wretched Miſim- 
provement of em, might jaſtly provoke him to aban- 
don 'em entirely from his Protection; and fince nei- 
ther monitory Judgments, nor fignal Deliverances have 
prevail'd to reform em, it wou'd be a righteous Thing 
with him to give em up to deſtructive Vengeance, and 
to be angry with them till he has utterly conſum'd them, ſo that 
there ſbou'd be no Remnant nor Eſcaping. See ix. Ezra, 14. 
And ſhou'd God deal in ſuch a Way of awful Seve- 
rity with a People that have ſo ill requited his diſtin- 
puſhing Kindneſs and Favour to em, he wou'd be 
juſtify” in pronouncing ſo terrible a Sentence upon 
em, and his Equity clear'd in the Execution of it. 
But when Mercy. does again and again prevail againf 
Fudgment in his Royal Breaſt 3 when he, as it were, 
turns a deaf Ear to the loud Cry of his People's Pro- 
vocations, to open it to the Cry that their Diſtreſſes and 
Dangers extort from 'em; when, tho' they have no 
Arguments to plead with him, drawn from their dutiful. 
Behaviour, he himſelf draws Motives to relieve and ſave 
'em, from his own Bowels of Compaſſion ; this ſhou'd give 
'em a deep Conviction of his rich and unbounded 
Mercy, and fill em with admiring adoring Thoughts 
of it. Signal Deliverances repeated after ſuch renewed 
Provocitions, cauſe the Mercy of God in vouchſaſing 
dem to ſhine with a brighter Luſtre, and ſhew us, That 
bis Thoughts and Ways of Mercy, are not as the Thoughts and 
Ways of Man, but far above them, as the Heavens are above 
the Earth.

It now remains, That we make ſome Application of 
this Subject to our own Caſe, and with rele to the 
Diſpenſations of Divine Providence towards his People 
in this Kingdom, both in a way of juſt Severity and of 
undzſervec Mercy, | Ard 
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And this Subject calls us, both to acknowledge and 


reverence the Juſtice of God, in delivering us for our Sins | 
once and again into the Hands of our Enemies 5 and to adore 
his manifold Mer:irs, it, q us Snvtours who ſaved us from 
them; and to mak ſuch a du Improvement of Divine 
Mercies, as may prevent the Return of his awful Judg- 
ments, 


I. This Subject calls us to acknoweledge and reve- 
rence the Juſtice of God, in delivering the Proteſtants 
of this Kingdom, once and again into the Hands of 
our Popiſh Enemies. As to the Rebellion and Maſſacre of 
1641, we have great Reaſon indeed, (as I ſhall ſhew 
under the next Head) to own the Mercy of God in the 
Preſervation of a Remnant of Proteſtants in this City, 
(and one or two more Towns in this Kingdom ) from 
the miſerable Slaughtcr and Havock made in other 
Parts of it. But we have no Reaſon to forget and o- 
verlook the awful Severity of God, in letting looſe the 
Reins to that deſtructive Rage of our Popiſh Enemies, 
that turn'd almoſt all the Provinces of this Kingdom 
into ſuch an Aceldama, ſuch a Scene of Blood and De- 
ſolation. I ſhall not indeed preſume to be perempto 
in pointing out the particular Sins that pull'd down ſo 
terrible a & on thoſe Proteſtants that fell into 
the Hands of their mercileſs Enemies. But we have 
great Reaſon to conclude in general, That our Prede- 
ceſſors of that Age had been diſobedient, and rebelld a- 
gainſt God, by caſting bis Lav behind their Back, and had 
wrought great Prov:cations, when they were thus given up 
by God into the Hands of Men skilful to deſtroy. We may 
well imagine, with what Conſternation and Terror 
the Proteſtant Inhabitants of this Kingdom were ſeiz'd, 
when in a Time of profound Peace, they ſaw ſo fatal a 
Conſpiracy ſuddenly break out, of which they had no 
Foreſight, and againſt which they cou'd take no ef- 
fectual Meaſures for their own Safety or Defence. What 
a miſerable Spectacle muſt it be, to ſee ſo many Thou- 
ſands of em, ſtripp'd of all their Goods, turn d naked 
out of their Houles, to tra vel in Froſt and Snow to 
PAL. war 
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the few Places of Safety that were not yet in the Power 
off their Enemies; and even of theſe the moſt were 
perſidiouſly murder'd by the Way; and of the few 
that dragg'd their weary Limbs to any Place of Refuge, 
yet many died of the Diſtempers contracted by the 
Hardſhips they had endur'd, or ſunk under the Weight 
of that Grief and Sorrow, that their ſurprizing Ca- 
lam'ties and Lofſ:'s had brought upon 'em. But even 
this {2-ming Tend-rnz(s of their Enemics, in ſuffering 
a few to c{cap2 out of their Hands, did not laſt long: 
For the blind and furious Z-:al that the Principles of 
their bloody Religion inſpir'd 'em with, ſoon extin- 
guiſh'd all Sentiments of Pity and Compaſſion towards 
thoſ2, whom the Church of Rome had taught 'em to 
regard as demmable Hereticks : Their Clergy repreſented 
to their delud-d Proſelytes, the killing of ſuch Hereticks, 
as a meritorious Action, and the ſhedding their Blood, as an 
acceptable Oblation to God; and may found a bigotted 
Laity forward enough to put thoſe vile Principles in 
Practicæ, againſt thoſe whom they hated, both on the 
Account of Religion and of Intereſt. They were e- 
qually bent to extinguiſh the reformed Religion, and 
Britiſo Name: Both incited theſe Savage Beaſts to ſeize 
their detenceleſs Prey. Some they forc'd into Houſes 
or Barns, and burnt 'em there; ſome they drove to 
Rivers and drown'd 'em; ſome they convey'd into 
Woods, and there miſerably butcher'd *em. So that 
the poor ſufferers might juſtly take up the Words of 
the Pſalmiſt, For thy Sake wwe are kilPd all the Day long, me are 
accounted as She for the Slaughter. xliv. Pſal. 22. And by 
ſuch open Violence as this, *tis computed that about 
200000 Proteſtants were deſtroy'd in cold Blood, with- 
out the leaſt Provocation given to thoſe inhuman 
Murderers. And the Circumſtances of Savage Cruel- 
ty that ſome of thoſe Murders were attended with, 
were too ſhocking to Human Nature to bear a particu- 
lar Recital of em. But, my Brethren, tho theſe 
monſtrous Barbarities have left ſuch a Brand on the 
Romiſh Church, and ſuch a Blot on the Names of the 
Bloody Actors in. this Tragedy, and on the * of 


W 
Rome that applauded 'em, as can never be wip'd out; 
yet we muſt not overlook the Hand of a Righteous 
God, who for the Sins of his People, abandon'd *em 
to the fury of ſuch implacable Enemies. For tho' we 
cannot ſay on this Account, that the Proteſtants of that 
Age, were greater Sinners than others: Yet we may con- 
clude, That it was no {mall or trivial Guilt that drew 
down upon *em ſuch awful Effects of Divine Severity 
and Diſpleafure. 

And one wou'd think, that ſuch a terrible Calamity 
as this, ſhou'd have been a laſting Warning to that 
Remnant of Proteſtants that were pluck'd as a Brand out 
of this Fre; and to- all others whoſe Lot the Providence 
of God has ſince caſt into this Kingdom. But alas! 
not many more than Fourty Years were elaps'd, before 
a provoked God ſaw it meet to employ the ſame Ene- 
mies as the Rod of his Anger, and the Staff of his Indignation, 
to chaſtize a diſobedient and unthanktul People. A 
Popiſh Prince ( thro' the unaccountable Folly ot thoſe 
Proteſtants that oppos'd his Exclufion ) aſcended the 
Throne; and having triumph'd over a weak and ill 
concerted InſurrcAicn, ſoon d'fcover'd his. Inclinations 
to trample on our Laws and Liberti«s,,,mn order to the 
Extirpation of th- Reformed Religion: And in this 
Kingdom he had made ſuch quick Advances towards 
the Execution of his Defign, that the Proteſtants of it 
were entirely deliver'd inte the Hands of our Popiſh 
Enemies: All Civil and Military Power was intruſted 
with 'em, and we quickly felt the pernicious Effects of 
it. The Herds and Flcks of the Proteſtants in moſt Parts 
of the Kingdom, became a Prey to open barefac'd Ra- 
pine and Violences. 'Thoſe that fled from the King- 
dom, had their Eſtates confiſcated ; thoſe that ftay'd 
were diſarm'd, had a Popiſh Army quarter'd upon 
'em, and many of 'em confin'd to Priſon. Thus were 
they left as defenceleſs Sheep in the Midſt of Ravening 
Wolves, who were more reſtrain'd by their Politicks than 
by their Inclinations from deſtroying em. And had their 
Defigns for teſtoring that abdicated Prince Succeeded, 
we cou'd in this Kingdom ha ve expected no other ies |

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than the utter Ruin of our Religion and Liberties ; 
and 'tis too probable, that we might have ſcen all the 
l Barbaritics of the former Maſſacre of 1641. acted over 
i again. But a gracious God was pleas'd at this Time to 
| lay a more powerful Reſtraint on the Rage of our Ene- 
| mies, and gave them only a Permiſſion to ſpeyl and vex, 
| | but not to kill and deſtroy us. And indeed they had been 
| ſuffecr*d to proceed ſo far in their Attempts to ſubvert 
| the Proteſtant Intereſt in this Kingdom, that the Re- 
duction of it coſt a great Deal both of Blood and Trea- 
ſure, And it highly becomes us to refle& upon the Ca- 
lamities we then ſuffer'd, and the Dangers we were 
then reduc'd to, with a deep Humiliation : We muſt 
juſtify God in his paternal Corrections, and own his 
holy and righteous Hand, in thus far delivering us into 
the Hands of our Enemies to vex us, Our Sins were at that 
Time come to a great Height; our Irreligion and Pro- 
faneneſs, our Intemperance and Uncleanneſs, our Lu- 
xury and Pride, our Fullneſi of Bread, and Contempt of the 
Poor, our Profanation of God's holy Name and Day, 
and other Immoralities did greatly abound. And no 
Wonder that ſuch Guilt as this ſhou'd expoſe us to 
ſuch Marks of God's righteous Diſpleaſure. Tis a 
much greater Wonder, that we were not made the 
Monuments of far greater Severity. And among other 
Sins, I cannot but think, That the Jodgpmonts of God 
upon us then, you us to one, that I fear has but been 
little conſid=r'd to thisDay,viz,QurNegle& of uſing eo: 
per Means of propa 7 be Knowledge of the Goſ- 
pel to the deluded 72 Natives of this Kingdom. 
hile they retain the Principles of the Romiſh Religi- 
on, we can expect no other, than that thoſe will 
prompt em whenever 'tis in their Power to throw off 
the Yoke of a Proteſtant Government, and to extirpate 
what they are blindly taught to call Hereſy. I fear we 
have been more intent upon poſſeſſing their juſtly for- 
feited Eſtates, than upon promoting the Salvation of 
their Souls. Had ſutable Methods been us'd by thoſe 
in Authority, to diffuſe the Knowledge of true Religi- 
on among em, by encouraging fit Perſons to preach to 
SLOT em 
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em in their own Language; their being reconcil'd to 
the Truth of God, wou'd haye rendred *em hearty 
Friends, inſtead of being inveterate Enemies to us. 
And *tis very unaccountable, that all Projects of this 
Kind, ſet on Foot at ſeveral Times, have been hitherto 
diſcountenanc'd and neglected by thoſe in whoſe Power 
it was to promote the Execution of em. And perhaps 
tis for this as one Reaſon, that they are left to be as 
Pricks in our Eyes, and Thorns in our Sides, And God 
grant that we may not by continuing to negle& ſuitable 
Endeavours for their Converſion, provoke him to de- 
liver us once more into their Power, to puniſh our 
wretched Lukewarmneſs in his Intereſt and Cauſe. 
Upon the whole, Tho' we may ſay to God, with 
reſpect to his Judgments on the Proteſtant Inhabitants 
of this Kingdom, Let not all the Troubles ſeem little befors 
thee that has come upon us, &c. Yet we mult add, for the 
Vindication of Divine Providence in his ſevereſt Diſ- 
penſations towards us, Howbeit thou art juſt in all that 
has been brought upon us, for thou haſt done right, but ⁊ue bave 
done wwickedly. ix. Neh. 32, 33. And we have the more 
Reaſon to ſay ſo, when we conſider how his F«ſtice has 
been temper'd with an admirable Mixture of Mercy, 


And this leads me to the next Uſe, 


II. This Subject calls us to adore the manifold Mer- 
cies of that gracious God, who has, when «ve cried to 
him in the Time of Trouble, given us Saviourswho ſaved us from 
the Hand of our Enemies. 

As to the former Rebellion of 1641, which involy'd 
the greateſt Part of this Kingdom in ſuch a Deluge of 


Blood ; there was — a ſeaſonable Interpoſal of Divine 


Mercy, in ſetting Bounds to the deſtructive Rage of 


thoſe inhumane Rebels. It was one Branch of their 
helliſh Defign, to ſurprize the Caſtle of Dublin, and 
the Magazine of Arms lodg'd there, and to make 
themſelves Maſters of this Capital City of the Kingdom; 
the Inſtruments were all prepar'd for the Execution of 
it, But the vigilant Providence of that God, from 
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whoſe all- ſeeing Eye, the moſt ſecret Conſpiracies of 
his People's Enemies cannot be conceal'd, appear'd in 

F that Extremity of our Danger for the Prevention of it. 
1 He touch'd the Heart of one of the Conſpirators, 
i with that Horror and Remorſe, as oblig'd him to make 
a timely Diſcovery of it to the Government, the very 
Evening before the intended Execution. But tho this

vernment upon taking effectual Methods to blaſt the 
11 Succels of that wicked Enterprize. And tho this did 
1 not {top the Progreſs of their deſtructi ve Rage in moſt 
other Parts of the Kingdom; yet here a ſmall Num- 
ber of Proteſtants found a ſafe Shelter from that ter- 
| | rible Storm. Derry and Enniskilling prov'd alſo 2 
'if 3 to thoſe Proteſtants in their Neighbourhood, 
1 that made their timely Flight thither. So that hereby a 
Wil Remnant was ſav'd from the common Deſtruction in 
which the reſt was involy'd. And a gracious God, 
graduallyrais'd up ſuch Inſtruments and Leaders for 
our Deliverance, inſpir'd 'em with ſuch intrepid Cou- 
I} rage, and crown'd their Attempts with ſuch ſurprizing 
8 Succeſſes, againſt far greater Numbers of thoſe bloody 
I |: Rebels, that before rhe War kindled by the Rebellion, 
was ended, their Cruelties did not go wholly unaveng'd 
by the Juſtice of God; and the Proteſtant Intereſt of 
this Kingdom was not only reſcued from the utter Ruin 
it was threatn'd with, but conſiderably atterwards in- 
| larg'd, and more firmly rooted by this deteſtable At- 
bs ||. tempt for the Extirpation of it. ;
